5) OLD BUSINESS:

A. A claim service and funding agreement with Specialty Risk Services, Inc. for
claims services provided to the County. Term of the agreement is October 1,
2002 to October 1, 2003. The County will pay $696 for each Bodily Injury
claim, $550 for each Property Damage claim under General Liability and $1,626
for each Bodily Injury claim and $41,191 for each Property Damage claim
under Professional Liability. The County currently has an outstanding balance
of $4,322 which includes an annual administration fee of $2,000. (C-03-0475)

6) NEW BUSINESS:

A. Request from the Nebraska State Board of Agriculture d/b/a Nebraska State
Fair, located at 1800 State Fair Park, to delete an area known as Fair Café from
their Class C (Retail) liquor license.

B. A grant contract with Cedars Youth Services for the Tracker Program and Day
Reporting Center, in the amount of $181,000. Term of the grant is July 1,
2003 to June 30, 2004. (C-03-0585)

C. An interlocal agreement with the City of Lincoln for the opening of one mile of
new road on an alignment generally described as South 98" Street between “A”
and “O” Streets. The agreement provides for the preliminary survey work,
determination of a road centerline, appraisal and acquisition of right-of-way
and responsibility for the costs related to the project. The County will budget
$125,000 in its 2004 fiscal budget for payment of their share of the acquisition.

D. An interlocal agreement with Washington County for detention services for
juveniles under the jurisdiction of Washington County. Lancaster County will
provide for the safekeeping, care and sustenance of the juvenile while at the
Juvenile Detention Center. Washington County will pay the County at a rate of
$213 per youth, per day. The agreement is effective upon execution by both
parties and has a 30 day termination provision. (C-03-0587)

E. An interlocal agreement with the City of Lincoln and United Way of Lincoln to
jointly provide funding for a contract with the Public Policy Center for
implementation of the Community-Based Human Services Needs Assessment.
The City of Lincoln, United Way of Lincoln and Lancaster County will each pay
$35,000 of the total contract cost of $105,000. Term of the agreement is July
1, 2003 to June 30, 2004. (C-03-0588)
